In New Orleans they never 
use the cardinal points in gi- 
ing directions. Famous di- 
rections are; ‘‘When we go 
North we are going downtown, 
when we go South we are going 
uptown; going East we are go- 
ing front of town or toward 
the river; going West we are 
going back of town.’’ 

New Orleans is the home 
of the $13 million Charity Hos- 
pital of 3,000 beds, Canal Street 
of the city measures 171 feet 
across with 18-foot sidewalks 
on either side. It was the divi- 
ding line between Creole and 
American Sections of the city 
in the past 

On the tour we saw a num- 
ber of the cemeteries. The 
St. Louis Cemetery No, 2 is 
the second oldest cemetery in 
the Mississippi Valley and is 
Still being used for burials. 
\ll burials are above ground 
ind most visitors are sur- 
prised at the method used to 
bury the dead. There are three 
reasons they bury above ground. 
One was that water could be 
found from 8 to 12 inches in 
the ground, another was that 
heavy rains would keep these 
cemeteries flooded for weeks 
at the time, One more was the 
Mississippi River flooding the 
city in the early days. The wall 
vaults, or baker’s ovens as they 
are sometimes called, may be 
rented or bought. 

We learned that the Missis- 
Sippi River is the source of 
the city’s water supply, 309 
billion gallons daily. Lookinz 
at the muddy water of the 
Mississippi River you wonder 
how could we ever drink it, 

On a visit to New Orleans 
you begin to wonder just how 
old is the city and why did 
anyone settle there when it 
was so wet and would flood 
every time it came a big rain 
The history of New Orleans 
dates to 1718 when it was 
founded by the French Canadian 
Jean Baptiste Le Moyne Sieur 
De Bienville. It was not laid 
out as a planned city with streets 
until 1721. Today. what was the 
old city, is called the French 
Quarter or Vieux Carre which 
means the Old Square 

The favorite spot of the ar- 
tist is Pirate’s Alley, both as 
a subject and as a place to 
Show off their works to the 
public. Our lecturer who had 
a keen sense of humor said 
that some say that Pierre La- 
fitte made good his escape from 
the Cabildo thru this alley. He 
Said it does make a good story 
but has no truth to it. 

We visited the Farmers’ 
Markets, Farmers came to New 
Orleans from a radius of 100 
miles of the city to sell their 
products. Most of the farmers 
were descendents of Acadians 
who were exiled from Nova 
Scotia by the British. The site 
of the present French Market 
was used for market purposes 
as tar back as the time the 
Choctaw Indians, who carried 
on their trading there. The 
original market was erected in 
1791. and was destroyed by the 
hurricane of 1812. It was re- 
built a year later and remodeled 
again in 1938 

On the tour we saw the first 
mint built in the United States 
to coin silver money.used from 
38 to 1903 Esplanade Avenue 
Was one of the boundaries of 
the Old City This was the street 
where the better class French 
Spanish and Creole families

has been in use in New Orleans 
Since the later part of the 
seventeen hundreds, Lack of 
drainage and yellow fever and 
cholera made it necessary. The 
wall vaults or ovens are the 
most simple form of this type 
of burial. Walls vary somewhat 
in size depending on age, People 
are buried in the walls built 
around the cemetery, usually 
four tiers high, The compart- 
ments are purchased outright 
or rented. These vaults are 
reused by the same family five 
or six times. This was done to 
conserve space. The larger 
tombs to the center of the 
cemetery consist of two vaults 
with a crypt below in which the 
bones are kept. In these larger 
tombs the same family could 
bury for generations, removing 
the bones of a previous mem- 
ber of the family and putting 
them into the crypt below, All 
the older tombs and walls were 
built of brick. Today many types 
of stone are used causing some 
of the tombs to run into 
thousands of dollars. The Me- 
tairie Cemetery is the city’s 
most costly cemetery and it 
covers 150 acres. In that cem- 
etery we saw some beautiful 
tombs, all above ground, This 
cemetery was once the site 
of an anti-bellum race track 
In 1873 it became a cemetery 
and in 1895 the grounds were 
beautified and landscaped 

One of the highlights of our 
visit to New Orleans was a 
thrilling adventure trip into the 
Jean LeFitte Country aboard 
the Mark Twain’', an aire 
conditioned, narrated river and 
bayou cruise. On this cruise 
We saw more than 40 miles 
of unusual country along the 
Mississippi River On the 
cruise we saw Jean LaFitte’s 
headquarters, now a major stop 
for shrimp fishermen, LaFitte 
iS pernaps most typical of the 
bayou country, 

The most interesting part 
of our cruise on the Mark 
Twain Was passinz through the 
Algiers Locks. I had never 
really realized the purpose of 
Such locks until this cruise.

as agents tor the band. sold 
them openly at public auction 
Lafitte offered his band’s ser- 
vices to General Andrew Jack- 
son in 1812 when the British 
were preparinz to attack New 
Orleans and after fighting 
bravely was a significant face 
tor in the American victory 
at the Battle of New Orleans

The lovely “little’ bulbs are 
valued by gardeners for their 
habit of ushering in Spring well 
ahead of the calendar. Many will 
burst into bloom even before the 
last snowfall when there is no 
indication of color or Spring in 
the wintry landscape. 

Crocus, Galanthus and Chio- 
nodoxa are little bulbs that are 
the earliest to flower in the sea- 
son. Others, however, bloom 
later. The blue or white Grape 
Hyacinth (Muscari) is a mid- 
season flower and the blue is 
especially picturesque when 
planted in company with daffo- 
dils or red tulips, They should be 
planted in large numbers to 
create a carpet of blue. 

Now is the time to plan and 
plant next Spring’s garden.

So, always wash hands 
thoroughly before handling 
seedlings, and also use fresh, 
clean water to dampen the 
flats.
